On motion, the Bishop was requested to appoint a Secretary for 
the Conference Claimants Endowment Fund, the salary of whom 
was to be left i-n the hands of the Board of Trustees. 

On motion of G. F. Hopkins, section three of the report of 
the Conference Claimants’ Committee of 1907, was incorporated 
into our Conference By-laws. 

On motion of G. F. Hopkins, the Conference Board of Stewards 
was instructed to forward to the Board of Conference Claimants, 
five per cent of the amount collected this year for Conference 
Claimants. 

The legal session then adjourned.

Superintendent’s Accounts, Sunday Schools, Auditing Treasurer’s 
Accounts, and Visitors to Garrett Biblical Institute. 

Speciial Committee — A communication from the Laymen’s 
Association requesting the appointment of a special committee of 
five to confer with a like committee upon the feasibility of estab- 
lishing a Conference Hospital was received and concurred in. The 
following were named as such committee: J. B. Dibble, Duane 
Rifenbark, E. E. Dean, A. D. Thibodeau, C. E. Wilcox. 

Trustees — The Secretary presented the list of Trustees nom- 
inated for the class of 1911, for Dakota Wesleyan University, as 
follows: Robert S. Vessey, J. O. Dobson, H. S. Mouser, Nathan 

Noble, T. H. Youngman, C. B. Kennedy, A. E. Hitchcock, I. W. 
Seaman, J. T. Morrow, and upon motion of H. S. Wilkinson, the 
Secretary was instructed to cast the ballot of the Conference for 
the above named as Trustees of the institution.

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REPORTS OF 

DISTRICT SUPERINTENDE5MTS 



ABERDEEN DISTRIC7T. 

We are thankful to report God’s continued presence during 
the past year, notwithstanding the many changes of membership 
and pastors in several of the charges. One charge has lost by 
removal and otherwise over fifty members, and to offset these, 
thirty-six have been received in various ways. Many other charges 
have also had removals. We have had to change pastors also in 
several places since last Conference. Two charges have three 
supplies each year, while two have had two each. Oh, for young 
men of health, vigor and Christlikeness to take supply work and 
in due time enter Conference, that more stability may thus be 
given our work. We often wonder how the work can advance at 
all when we are compelled to have so many changes of members 
and pastors. , 

We reported an increase in probationers and full members 
close to five hundred last year, but will likely increase not much 
more than one hundred this year. Several more will be reported 
from the Aberdeen and Devoe and Cresbard work. Also from 
Northville, Doland, Selby, Bowdle, quite an Increase will be shown; 
while Andover will show that it has doubled its membership 
-through a revival last winter, where the pastor was assisted by 
Ensign Grass of the Salvation Army. 

Then Westport on the Frederick work had had a very 
gracious out-pouring. Several times of recent years there has 
been talk of closing up this appointment, as so many of our people 
have moved out, and those replacing them had generally belonged 
to either the Catholic or Dunkard Churches, but now w'e have a 
flourishing society, with many more than enough to double the 
former membership. The pastor was his own Evangelist at this 
point. Nearly all charges had revival services during the year, 
in some instances conducted by the pastor, in others with the aid 
of neighboring pastors, while in some Evangelists were employed. 

The new work taken up last fall on the Minneapolis and 
St. Louis Railway Extension, Carlyle & Tolstoy, has been supplied 
by a young brother. He has faithfully preached, visited and 
started the work. We hope next year to perfect an organization in 
part of this field, continue work in another part, and surrende<r 
.a part to another denomination doing work in the same town. 
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During the year the Quarterly Conference requested the Dis- 
trict Superintendent to call a District Conference. We held our 
-Convention in Northville, S. D. We are not yet fully convinced 
that it was wise or otherwise, but hope it will turn out to be 
very wise. 

From a material point of view we can say we have had a good 
year. As a whole, the District has been visited with a very good 
crop, so improvements on charges and parsonages has been the 
order of the day. 

In December, 1907, the Kitty Edwards Memorial Church of 
Cresbard, South Dakota, erected to the memory of the departed 
sister of our Brother F L. Bromaghin, was duly dedicated by the 
Rev. E. E. Hunt. An amount sufficient to cover the full costs has 
been nearly all collected, and before the calendar year closes we 
hope to hear that not on-e dollar remains against this fine property. 

In February, the Britton Church was re-dedicated. It has 
been remodeled, added to, and a basement fitted up, and so was 
practically a new building throughout. It is an excellent Church 
building, and meets all the needs of Britton Methodism. The 
cost was about $4500, and was all subscribed for by the able work 
-of the Rev. W. H. Jordan, D. D., of the First Church of Minneapolis, 
Minn. 

Claremont, following Bristol’s example, tore their old Church 
nearly to pieces, and a commodious, beautiful new structure has 
been evolved. This will cost about $4,000. It has gallery, class 
room, basement and complete furnishing. It will be rededicated 
shortly after conference. 

The corner stone of the new Aberdeen Church was laid with 
4ue ceremony September 8, 1908. The Rev. A. Gillies, D. D., of 
Hennepin Ave. Church, Minneapolis Minn., delivered the speech. 
The contract price or prices of this building is about $65,000. It 
i« expected that the dedication will occur next June. 

Report on the Hecla work says it will soon have a new Church 
dedicated. The neighborhood being rural and composed of German 
Lutherans and Methodists, it was found necessary, in order to 
build at all, that the two societies unite. 

The Frederick church has had a thorough repapering and re- 
painting inside. 

The Westport Church, new paper and a new bell. 

The Churches on the following charges were improved as 
indicated below: 

Leola, new furnace and lighting plant. 

Hecla, new pews and a new cement walk in front of the church 
property. 

Doland, repapering, repainting and cement walk laid. 
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Ashton, a new foundation put in, building repapered and other 
repairs. 

Clearview on Ashton, repair, papering and cement walk laid. 

Mellette, repainted outside. 

Bristol, outside painted. 

Warner, repair and repainting. 

Selby, new furnace, painting, repair and cement walk laid. 

Frankfort, new foundation and basement. 

Langford, repair and new cement put in. 

Parsonages also have received their share of good things. 

At Andover, a new, eight room house has been completed 
costing over $2000, most of which amount has already been paid. 

In Fredrick the upstairs part finished and other improvements 
added. 

Leolo, a new parsonage costing about $1,000, besides much new 
work. 

Hecla has enlarged the house so that it is now a fine, com- 
modious building and free from debt. 

Bristol parsonage was painted outside. 

Langford has spent much in building a veranda, raising build- 
ing and placing a new foundation under this domicile. 

Briton, newly painted. 

Yet with all these material improvements, there is room for 
some others to arise and build, rebuild, remodel, repair and do 
other good things of this nature for some time yet to come. 

We expect to read in the Treasurer’s and Statistician’s reports 
when published, that the charges of Aberdeen District will nearly 
all have their benevolences in full. For various reasons there was 
not the special emphasis placed on the foreign and home missions, 
and Church extension collections on this as on the other Districts in 
the Conference, yet as for years before, we confidently expect to 
have raised more for the regular and other benevolences per 
member, than any other District in the Conference. We are the 
least of the Districts, yet we gladly measure up to our responsi- 
bilities fully as do the larger districts. 

We also are sending our full quota of students to Dakota 
Wesleyan University. Last commenoement, out of the twenty 
college graduates, five were from the bounds of the Aberdeen 
District. Two young men, whose homes are with us, have gone 
there to take studies, and will eventually enter the ministry. Two 
more have been discovered by the pastor and are at high schools 
in their town and will later go to Dakota Weelejran. We hope 
these, and many others from within our own Conference, will, 
when equipped, enter the ministry of our own state. 

We believe such will make our most efficient workers and 
leaders in the future, and that such can be found in Increasing 
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numbers when pastors seek for and encourage young men called 
of God to enter our own work. We wish to place this as a burden 
on the hearts of our pastors and also our laity. May the Lord 
send more laborers into the harvest. 

Brethren, we do not mention the names of the hard work- 
ing, self-sacrificing pastors. You hear of their work, however, in 
this report. May the Lord bless all the pastors and their families 
on this District. 

We record our hearty Thanksgiving to Almighty God for the 
preservation of all lives of pastors and their families during the 
year. 

We need better business methods to obtain in most of our 
charges the money necessary for Ministerial support, the running 
expenses and other finances. We hope this may soon be brought up. 

The pastor’s salary will show again, as each of the last two 
years, a marked Increase; yet with a little effort these can well be 
Increased and brought to a basis more commensurate with the 
cost of living in these expensive times. 

Again, we need more pastors and church members who will 
aid in every way possible to evangelize the towns and communities 
in which they live. We wish to have members in large numbers 
who will aid more zealously in Revivals and in personal evangelism, 
and in any and all other things which pertain to the winning of 
souls for the Master. 

Like priest, like people; and also, like people, like priest. 
We must mutually, pastor and people, work for the salvation of 
the lost. May the Holy Spirit endow both preacher and people 
with power to gather them in. 

Then we pray a further endowment upon all to build up and 
-lead to full salvation who now know Him, and all who are to 
seek and find Him through our efforts.

HURON DISTRICT. 

With gratitude to God and to you, which must be wordless, 
because it cannot be expressed, I come to you with this report. 
If what is to follow does not reveal the faithfulness of your 
fallow-workers on Huron District, and does niot at the same 
time publish the unquestioned presence with us of Him who 
said, “I will never leave you,” it will not be worth your hearing, 
for the brethren have been faithful, and He has been with us. 
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First of all we feel impelled to speak of God’s kindly dealing 
with us. No deaths in our ranks, and no sorrows of a deeply ser- 
ious nature. Four little strangers have come and received joyful 
welcome in different parsonage homes. Three of our ministers, not 
less loyal to our form of government than last year have come 
under her majesty, the American queen. It gives us peculiar pleas- 
ure to announce the marriage of these well nigh hopeless 
bachelors. 

The year has been crowded with surprises for me. The first 
half of it I was almost a constant sufferer; then the hospital; 
then restored health, and the most delightful four months work 
of my life. It is impossible to doubt the efficiency of prayer as 
shown in my remarkable recovery. All over the conference min- 
isters and laymen were praying for me. No patient has ever gone 
through the same operation and recovered more rapidly and more 
surely than I. 

During the year we have entered upon five church enterprises 
and completed two of them. Our first dedication was the Viola 
Church on Wessington Springs charge. This church is a model 
of neatness, costing, I think, $3,000, all of which has been fully 
provided for. This church is named after Bro. J. M. Tibbitts, who 
was instrumental in securing its construction. The next dedi- 
catory service was at Rockham, Rev. Chas. D. Bullock, Pastor. 
This is a thoroughly modern building, with furnace, pews, lighting 
plant and class room. It has cost $3,500, all provided for, and 
will seat more people than the entire population of Rockham. The 
subscriptions for another church on the same charge have been 
secured, and it is hoped that the building will be completed before 
snow fall. This church will be located at Miranda, and will cost 
about $1800. A new house of worship is being erected at Blunt, 
and will be completed before winter. This is a four gable structure 
with League room, basement and furnace, and will cost $5000. 
For nearly a quarter of a century we have had a badly racked, 
decidedly unattractive church building there, it having been roughly 
handled by a cyclone. This was under mortgage for a large sum, 
which was finally discharged the first of the year. The 
Church Extension Society having made a large concession. Our 
membership there six months ago was only seventeen. Not con- 
tent with a new and commodious church, this little society, now 
numbering less than fifty, is building a fine parsonage to cost $2500, 
and this will be ready for the pastor shortly after Conference. This 
double undertaking will cost about $7500, most of which is covered 
by subscription. Rev. Albert Wilson, who has been in this country 
but seven months, had led in all this. The Philip Church, which 
this Conference helped at its last session, and which will be called 
^he Iliff Memorial, is well under way. I do not know what the 
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estimated cost is. Last of all, the Church at Lane, where we 
organized a class this spring. They have decided to build' there, 
and subscriptions are being made. Bro. Albert Hocking is pastor. 
An eight room parsonage, costing $1200, has been built at Esmond. 
This was done right after Conference, and Bro. McEldowney has 
had the pleasure of living in it most of the year. As I may not 
speak of this charge again, let me say that it is one of our new 
recruits, having been an out appointment of the Iroquois charge 
until this year. They requested separation and asked for a 
preacher. They have paid him $800 and house, doubled their mem- 
bership, and raised about $500 for benevolences. This is an 
up-to-date appointment, paying their pastor monthly through the 
bank. Harrold, another new charge, has built a small parsonage, 
valued at $700, and is planning for a new Church. Harrold circuit 
has made a fine record this year. Rev. J. W. Hartley is pastor. 
At Tulare a neat $1000 parsonage has been built and completed, 
and Pastor Walsh has lived in it most of the year. This house 
is entirely paid for. Improvements on the Church property have 
been made on a number of charges, but I must not hold you to 
make further mention of them. The old Church debt at Redfield, 
which was over a thousand dollars, has been lifted and substantial 
improvements made. Under the leadership of J. S. Harkness, this 
Church has had a great year. A gracious revival was held shortly 
after Conference, resulting in a goodly addition to the membership, 
audiences have been large, all benevolences fully met, pastor paid 
one month before Conference. That is the way to do business. 
Pierre has had a silver anniversary, at which time it cleared up all 
outstanding debts, rejoiced not a little, and made plans for a grand 
forward movement. Rev. A. S. Loveall is pastor. Iroquois, with 
substantial improvemnts on its parsonage, a large increase in mem- 
bership, a magnificent offering for Missions, has had the best 
year in its recent history. Bro. Joseph Snowden is pastor. Wessing- 
ton Springs stands at the front once more in its unparalleled mis- 
sionary offering of nearly $2000. Among other good things this 
charge has its plans for a fine modern parsonage. A new charge 
has developed out of the territory included within the Wessington 
Springs Circuit, Lane and Viola. And still we shall have a Wessing- 
ton Circuit. This, we believe, to be the fruit of the Missionary 
spirit. Huron has had one of its richest years, with growth in 
every department, and its pastor. Rev. Duane Rifenbark, has been 
invited back by an unanamous vote for the fifth year. 

We left Vermillion with one great purpose dominating all 
others, to win souls. For Huron District, I can say a faithful 
effort has been made to awaken men and bring them to Christ. 
The visible results may have been disappointing, yet advances have 
been made, and many have been added to the list of the saved. 
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Revivals that have wrought mucfh good, having been held in Miller, 
DeSmet, Pierre, Redfield, Faulkton, Huron, Lane, Carpenter, 
Esmond and Highmore. On other charges by direct personal 
work, a goodly number have been brought to the Lord. 

My hope is that reports will show appreciable growth in Sunday 
School work and in our Epworth and Junior Leagues. These 
departments of our Church have not been neglected, but how 
difllcult it seems to secure substantial gains. A very enjoyable 
and profitable Epworth League Convention was held at Huron, 
where excellent plans were made for future District work Both 
our fall and spring Ministerial Associations were largely attended, 
and the programs, I believe, were an inspiration to all. The min- 
isters of Huron District believe in attending these Association 
meetings, and by coming in such large numbers have made the 
occasions mean much to our entire District. Foreign and Home 
Missions have had right of way with us and the returns will 
show that our laymen have responded loyally to the appeals made 
in these directions. I rejoice heartily in every dollar raised for 
these two great causes. In the commendable work we are doing 
for the parent societies, I trust we are not forgetting the Woman’s 
Foreign Missionary Society. Are not the appeals of these mag- 
nificent organizations as urgent, is not our sister woman as greatly 
needed in the wide stretches of heathenism, as our brother man? 
Brothers, let us join with the devoted leaders of this society in 
their call, an auxiliary for every charge. 

The County Local Option Campaign now on, has demanded 
some of our time and much prayerful consideraion. 

Every man appointed to his field on our District at the last 
Conference has remained, and no charge was without a preacher, 
the last Sunday of this Conference year. Many of our official 
boards, in asking for a preacher next year, supplement the call with 
the offer of an advanced salary. The region west of the river, 
which was placed under my supervision, was served by five men 
who remained through the year. We are holding the ground and 
making ready for the permanent settlers. The whole fiield is now 
turned over to the Black Hills Mission. 

Our laymen and pastors are working in beautiful harmony. 
Together they are planning for larger things than ever, and I trust 
are all believing that, though our yesterdays were good, the to- 
morrows of our Church will be still better.

SIOUX FALLS DISTRICT. 

In making this report I fully realize how much we have not 
done which we would' like to be able to report, and how much we 
have done that we will not be able to report, for tabulated 
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statistics and figures can never tell the full story of life’s 
achievements. 

The appointments one year ago show the following places to 
be supplied: Burbank, Junius, Lennox and Marion. Methodist- 

ically, Burbank did not exist, we hope it is now beginning to be 
born. About the first of January we secured the services of 
E. W. Stebbins for Junius, who labored there until the first of 
August. For the last few weeks Brother A. D. Thibodeau has held 
afternoon services, which have been very gratefully received 
I. E. Schuler, a student at Dakota Wesleyan, was found for Lennox, 
and has succeeded well. At Marion, alas! Methodism has sup- 
erannuated, and the remnant of a former Church has maintained 
only Sunday School services, not being able to provide for a 
preacher. 

The first break in the ranks came in April, when L. L. Wilcox, 
of Egan, asked to be relieved from duty, and left for Texas to 
engage in farming. He will ask for a location. Brother H. C. 
Stebbins, from Vermont, has filled the vacancy so well that he will 
be appointed to stay on. At Wakonda, H. W. Smith was compelled 
to give up the work on account of poor health, and will ask for a 
location. Another Vermonter, R. H. Stebbins, was secured for this 
place and tarried there a few months, but left the charge to engage 
in evangelistic work. O. M. Mitchell, of Bloomingdale and Rich- 
land, felt obliged to leave his work in July to seek the curative 
effects of the mineral waters of Hot Springs. Brother Chas. Moore, 
local preacher at Vermillion, has acceptably filled the place. The 
others as appointed, have stayed by. Royal men are they! Their 
names are written on high. I have not time or ability to tell the 
whole story of their work and their worth. 

Evangelism has been emphasized. Revival meetings have 
been held on nearly all the charges. At Yankton, Parker, Mad- 
ison, Centerville, Hurley, Hartford, Gayville, Oldham and First 
Church, Sioux Falls, the results were especially gracious and grat- 
ifying, as well as at many other points where the seed was sown 
just as faithfully, and while the harvest may not seem as great, 
who knows what the Book of Eternity may reveal? Last year 
our District reported a decrease of 145 members, but by the help 
of God the tide has been turned, and we expect that our reports 
will show this year an increase of over 200. We are not boastful 
in this. There is infinite pathos in figures which show so small a 
gain. Please God, they will be better another year. The super- 
intendent has earnestly striven to make the quarterly meeting a 
season of spiritual refreshing. At Garretson, in one of the ser- 
vices, the mighty power of God was felt, and eleven precious souls 
wept their way to the altar of penetence and prayer. During the 
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winter months I was absent from home practically all the time 
helping the brethren in revival services. 

During the year we purchased a tent to be used in holding tent 
meetings, and while only two meetings were held this season, we 
hope next year to see the tent put to more constant use. 

The Churches have been faithfully exhorted concerning the 
need and duty of properly caring for their pastors. Some of these 
heroic men are so hard pressed to provide the necessities for their 
families that it has made my heart ache. But our folks are 
waking up. Some of the most princely givers in Methodism live 
in the Sioux Falls District. We have increased the whole aggre- 
gate of pastor’s salaries by $2000, or nearly 8% per cent, and 
yet we have not reached the end of what we ought and expect to do. 

Benevolences have not been neglected. Some charges will 
show a great increase, some a falling off, but we believe on the 
whole a good report will be made. Brother J. E. Crowther, our 
Conference Missionary Secretary, has done excellent work on many 
charges but of necessity could not reach all. 

Early in the spring a severe cyclone struck the little town of 
Valley Springs, completely demolishing our church building. For- 
tunately we had tornado insurance for $1800, and we are now 
rebuilding on the old site. At Mt. Zion, on the Centerville charge, 
where our Church was destroyed by lightning a year ago last 
July, a commodious and beautiful Church was dedicated the 4th 
of this month. The last dollar of the $2400 cost was subscribed 
amid great rejoicing of the people and showers of Heavenly Grace. 

Improvements on Church property in sums of from six hundred 
dollars down, have been made on the following charges: Sioux 

Falls First, Hartford, Montrose, Parker, Yankton, Elk Point, 
Flandreau, Dell Rapids, Flandreau Circuit, Gayville, Vermillion, 
Canton, Hudson, Alcester, Beresford and Sioux Falls Jordan Church. 

In some places the people have arisen in their might and 
declared themselves free from the bondage of old debts. In other 
places the indebtedness has been reduced, and yet there is more 
to do. 

The general health of the parsonage families has been good. 

Brother and Sister G. D. Brown, of Parker, Brother and Sister 
G. W. Prather, of Oldham, Brother and Sister J. T. Gurney, of 
Montrose, have received welcome additions to their families. In 
the home of Brother and Sister H. C. Stebbins, of Egan, the death- 
angel came, and shortly after their arrival in this state, a sweet 
little daughter was transplanted to the Paradise of God. Through 
the lingering illness of the child and the sorrow of her leaving, 
they had the loving sympathy of the kindest of Parishioners and 
the sustaining comfort of Divine Grace. Brother W. O. Redfield 
has had almost constant sickness in his home, and Brother C. E. 
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Figles for a time was unable to do his work, but through it all 
they come with faith triumphant and love sweeter than before. 
Personally, I want to thank the All-Father for health that has 
enabled me to meet all my appointments, and to complete what, 
I believe, is the greatest year's work in my life. I have preached 
on an average of four times every week since appointed to this 
office, and that is only a small part of the work performed. 

Two district meetings have been held during the year. With 
a good attendance and a deep interest these times of tarrying to- 
gether with him have proven seasons of blessing and inspiration. 

At the close of the Epworth League Assembly held at Canton 
in July, in a council of the ministers and members of the Assembly, 
was decided to plan for a great camp-meeting to be held on the 
Assembly grounds at Canton next summer. We expect to make 
this a great camp-ground equal to some which have become his- 
oric in Methodism. 

A well attended convention of the Women’s Foreign Missionary 
Society was held at Canton in May. This splendid organization 
will make a good report of its activities on this district this year. 

The Sunday Schools are of various grades of efficiency. I 
have come to see as never before how great is the opportunity, 
and how important the work of the Sunday School superintendent. 
We have some who truly magnify their office, others — but let 
our silence speak our sorrow. 

A few well conducted Junior Leagues are maintained. Cap- 
able leaders are hard to find, hence many charges have no organi- 
zation of this department. 

Epworth Leagues at many points are doing excellent work. 
We regret that this cannot be said of every place. One sub-district 
convention was held during the year and proved a great success. 

The Ladies’ Aid Societies, God bless them! Altogether I 
think there is no one society or organization within the Church 
on this district that has worked so faithfully and efficiently as 
have the Ladies’ Aid Societies. Speed the day when we may have 
Men’s Aid Socities equally active and equally effective in caring for 
the interests of the Church. 

In a general review of the closing year, I want to say to these 
kindly, kingly men among both ministry and laity, that their un- 
failing kindness and courtesy to me, and unswearving love and 
loyalty to my Lord have made me feel that it is a great honor to be 
affiliated with them in Christian Service. 

The year has been one of toils and tears, of trials and tri- 
umphs. Sometimes I have felt like Elijah on Mt. Carmel and some 
times I have been more like that discouraged prophet under the 
juniper tree. Delightful fellowship with the saints, the most prec- 
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ious and hallowed associations with God’s uncrowned nobility, 
have given me some pre-visions of Heavenly bliss and made me 
forget the unpleasantness of somo experiences through which I 
have painfully passed. The year has brought to me a larger sense 
of personal responsibility to the Kingdom of Christ, a clearer vis- 
ion of the vast importance of the work of the Methodist ministry, 
a deeper pity and a higher regard for that more envied than en- 
viable Individual, the district superintendent, a broader charity for 
my brethern in the ministry, a greater love for my adorable Lord, 
and thus, I trust, I am going on to perfection “Not as though I 
had already attained, either were already made perfect, but I fol- 
low after if that I may apprehend that for which also I am appre- 
hended of Christ Jesus. Let us therefore, as may be perfect, be thus 
minded; and if in anything ye be otherwise minded, God shall re- 
veal even this unto you.”

WATERTOWN DISTRICT. 

Three attempts already made to report the material and spirit- 
ual results of one year, evidence no easy task. All of the assign- 
ments of last Conference have remained intact, except one. All in 
all this has been the best year of the four. 

Revivals: Union meetings at Lake Preston and Arlington with 

Mr. Lowry, Evangelist, proved to be revivals with good fruits. The 
results of our church were very satisfactory, membership practically 
doubled, and church life and interest quickened. Union meetings at 
Clear Lake, White and Clark with Mr. Johnson, Evangelist, were 
likewise very successful. Our membership largely increased at each 
point. The culture and care of this new accession will make the 
coming year a busy one for each pastor. H. C. Riley his own 
Evangelist on the Gary charge held two successful meetings, re- 
sulting in forty-five accessions to full memhership from probation. 
Bradley has had a very prosperous year. It was left to be supplied 
last Conference. While the charge was at the point of greatest dis- 
couragement, the District Superintendent secured Rev. G. C. Miller 
to conduct revival meetings for four weeks. Good results followed. 
The church took new courage and hopefulness. Spirituality was 
deepened and several added in the church by letter and on proba- 
tion. Geo. D. Egner of Northwest Nebraska Conference was secured 
as pastor about March 1. This discouraged people have not only paid 
more salary than usual but have expended $900 in enlarging and 
repairing the church at Bradley. Dr. J. P. Jenkins had charge of 
the re-opening and reported a delightful occasion and all expense 
of improvement fully met. A revival meeting was held at White 
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Rock with Evangelist Window, L. V. Slocumb and District Super- 
intendent assisting, resulting in some additions to the church. The 
pastor secured the service of Mr. Grass and held meeting at a new 
point, resulting in the organization of a class of 23, and the or- 
ganization of a new circuit of two points, now offering to pay $700 
salary, and furnish a house. This was a genuine revival. The plan 
is to recommend that a pastor be sent to this new circuit, Windom. 

A union meeting at Castlewood resulted In twenty accessions to the 
membership. The last three years have been prosperous and it of- 
fers a fertile field for a new pastor the coming year. In a meeting 
at Corona the pastor was assisted part of the time by Bro. Fanebust. 

Some thirty were added to the full membership. A unique experience | 

confronts the stewards. All claims met and $100 in the treasury. j 

A special meeting was held at Sisseton soon after Conference, re- | 

suiting in some accessions to the church. F. C. Page held a meeting \ 

at Parnell School house with good success. He was assisted in a j 

union meeting at Elkton by Dr. J. P. Jenkins, resulting in several . j 

accessions to full membership and a revived church. The pastor as- 
sisted by a singer held a profitable meeting at Henry. This charge 
has had a good year with their new pastor. 

Building and Improvements: — Soon after Conference a new 
church was dedicated at Elrod on the Henry charge. It had been 
erected during the pastorate of Bro. MacEldowney. Dr. Thomas 
Nicholson assisted in dedicatory services. He preached a very in- 
structive and most helpful sermon. The church is valued at $2,000. 

Some $500 was promptly contributed to meet all liabilities. 

The little flock at Summit, after waiting twenty years, has a 
delightful church home. On September 27, Dr. Kerfoot, the new pre- 
sident of Dakota Wesleyan, assisted in the dedication, preaching two 
very interesting and helpful sermons. He received a contribution of 
$650 to meet all liabilities.N The building was formally dedicated 
by the District Superintendlent at the close of the evening service. 

Lake Preston had a great day October 11, the time of their 
new church dedication. Dr. Stout of St. Paul preached morning and 
evening and handled the financial feature with the skill of a genius. 

The church cost $5,500. Sixteen hundred were subscribed at the 
morning and afternoon services, more than enough to meet all 
claims. The District Superintendent dedicated the building at the 
afternoon service. 

Through the persistent efforts of C. D. Lockridge, pastor at 
White Rock, a parsonage, much needed for a long time has been 
secured also the title of a Baptist church was transferred to our 
church on the new charge he developed. He and his wife return to 
DePauw University to complete their college course.. Our best wish 
and prayers go with them.

MITCHELL DISTRICT. 

I rejoice to report that this has been the most productive year 
in the history of the Mitchell District, First in substantial improve- 
ments; Second in the amount of Benevolences; Third in Number of 
members added to the church. 

First of all the college has had a great year. First $100,000 of 
endowment has been completed. Dr. Nicholson the former Presi- 
dent has been elected to the office of Secretary of Education. We 
have great satisfaction that he is making a splendid impression 
whereever he goes. 

We felt that we were losers by his going from our midst 
and with fears lest his place would long be vacant, we set out to 
find a man for the vacancy he left. It was not long till candidates 
were many. After careful consideration Dr. S. F. Kerfoot of Min- 
nesota was chosen and the feeling is now settling down upon us 
that he is the right man for the place. 

Early in the year we had the pleasure of dedicating the fine 
New $55,000 Stone Church at Mitchell; this event and day will 
never be forgotten. $33,000 was raised entirely providing for the 
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indebtedness, and a Brotherhood of 240 members was organized, 
and best of all immediately after dedication 138 persons dedi- 
cated themselves to God, in a gracious revival. 

The Ladies aid of this church numbers 300 members. They 
pledged $9,000 on new church and have already paid $5,160. 

Membership of the Church 812; Sunday School 650; Cradle 
roll 250; Junior League 130; Two Ep worth Leagues. Dr. Wilkinson 
deserves great credit for his brotherly and statesmanlike handl- 
ing of this splendid enterprise and it is no wonder that his official 
board unanimously advanced his salary from $1,500 to $2,000. 

Howard and Roswell: 36 received on probation, on Decision 
Day, practically all the Sunday School dedicated themselves to the 
service of God. Benevolences overflowing. Artesian, mortgage 
paid on church and parsonage painted, cement walk laid, benevo- 
lences in full and a new church subscribed for at Farwell. 

Salem: The year at Salem was a great victory. The church 

has been entirely made over, walks have been laid, buildings paint- 
ed, all practically paid for at a cost of $1,300. Old things have 
passed away and all things are new. It required the burning 
spirit of Methodism to enthuse and awaken the people but the 
Salem church is now alive to every good work and Pastor Wilkin- 
son is happy in his victory. Geddes, here was fought and won the 
greatest moral battle of the year. The pastor has set his face 
like flint against wrong and won. Some have been converted. 
Missionary offering increased 400 per cent. The Devil has been 
defeated and Methodism is camping on the field. Kimball, 37 add- 
ed to the church; and an Ep worth League of 39 members started; 
$250 in improvements and $1,000 in subscriptions for the new 
church at Pukawana which was destroyed by tornado June 27th. 

White Lake has had a delightful year. Thirty-six added 
to the church, $680 spent in improvements. A new church is being 
built at the Country Point. Chamberlain, Two new promising 
country points have been opened, a Junior League of 60 members, 
$2,775 was spent on improvements, and things are on the advance 
generally. 

Presho is getting subscriptions for the new church just dedi- 
cated well in hand. Some conversions are reported. Need here 
is a new parsonage. 

Minty. Circuit is largely a memory, because of removals but we 
Intend to try and hold the field. Tyndall had a good year under 
Bro. I. B. Sevy’s administration, $1,500 paid on debt; a goodly num- 
ber converted and benevolences increased. 

Springfield for the first time has become a station. Church 
Extension debt still remains against the property, a good brother 
paid $70 on this. Benevolences show up well. 

Scotland shows a steady growth all around. Sunday school 
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and Epworth League in prime condition and church services well 
attended. Tripp: Bro. Ray, the pastor is growing stronger each 

year in his work here. Benevolences show good increase. Woon- 
socket: Our pastor’s home was gladdened by the advent of a pair of 

beautiful twins, and later saddened by the loss of one. Bro. Mc- 
Beth has had a good year. Benevolences well in hand; congrega- 
tions fill the church and a splendid spirit pervades the church. 
Letcher: Catholicism and the saloons run the town. We have a 

hard struggle here, but the gospel has been preached and Bro. 
Underwood has done valiant service for God. Some souls have been 
saved. 

Mt. Vernon: Results here show a fine work done. Pastor has 

had a great temperance battle on hand, and won. Property has 
been improved. Souls been saved and benevolences pushed up. 

Alexandria: Has four Mission Study Classes; $50 sent to Sioux 

City Mission; a goodly number of conversions reported; Epworth 
League and Sunday school in prime condition; Benevolences $920. 
Brother Notson led a temperance campaign in Alexandria and Han- 
son county with great success. 

Platte: 45 added to the church; benevolences overflowing. 

Love abounds here and Christ is magnified. 

Fairfax: Faithful work has been done here; a goodly num- 

ber were added to the church. La Roche and Iona, many have 
been converted. A new parsonage is being built at Bijou Hills. 
Bro. Black is a success. 

Material improvement not previously mentioned, a new par- 
sonage at Wagner and at Gregory a $3,500 church. Lots pur- 
chased at Herrick and church foundation in. An $1,800 church 
just dedicated at Kennebec in Lyman county. People at Stony Butte 
have purchased and paid for a buildmg to be used as a church. 

At Murdo, Bro. Knight has built a church costing $3,000 and 
at Draper a new church is well under way. Our student preachers 
have all done good work. Fifteen accessions at Ethan; fine benevo- 
lence report. Bro. Stahl has done excellent service. Bro. Hayer 
has put “Heart Blood” into his work. Stephens and Scott and 
James have done faithful service. We believe our experiment as 
to Missionary Secretary Crowther was a success. Bro. Joel A. 
Smith reports that he has been wonderfully blessed in his evan- 
gelistic work and has had 1,000 souls converted under his ministry 
this year. So far as I know, every preacher on the district comes 
up to conference this year with a clear bill of healthi; not a smell 
of smoke anywhere. 

With profound gratitude to him who still says in terms of 
sweetness and power: “My presence shall go with thee and I will 
give thee rest,” this report is submitted.

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REPORT OF COMMITTEES 

COMMITTEE ON EDUCATION. 

Your Committee reports as follows: 

Board of Education: We heartily commend the work of the 

Board of Education. Its larger plans for sympathetic aid to all 
our institutions can only result in greater good to these worthy 
beneficiaries. We urge all the pastors to take a special collection 
for our schools for people of the white race in the South asked for 
by the Board of Education and to forward the same to New York 
at the earliest possible hour. The Students Loan Fund, Maintained 
by the Children’s Day Collection is one of our most valuable benevo- 
lences. The demand for loans for needy students are still much 
more than the income and we urge our pastors to give prominence 
to the collection on Children’s day, aiming to make it as large as 
possible. “The Christian Student’’ published by our Board of Edu- 
cation is replete with educational information and inspiration and 
should be placed in the hands of all those who are or who ought to 
be interested in our educational work. As fellow conference mem- 
bers, we are highly gratified over the election of Thomas Nicholson 
to the high office of Corresponding Secretary of this department of 
our church, and over the marked success he is already achieving. 

Theological Institutions: We would reiterate former expres- 

sions of loyalty to our great theological institutes at Evanston, Bos- 
ton, Madison, and would advise our young men to avail themselves 
of the valuable training for an efficient ministry that these schools 
^f the prophets afford. We nominate as visitors to Garrett Biblical 
Institute; H. S. Wilkinson, and A. D. Thibodeau, with J. O. Dobson 
as alternate. 

Dakota Wesleyan University: We are happy in the wise choice 

made by our college trustees, of Dr. S. F. Kerfoot as President of 
this growing institution and assure him of our co-operation with him 
in his great work as far as we are able to do so. He has captured our 
hearts and won our confidence thus early, and we believe him to 
be the providential successor of our beloved Dr. Nicholson. We 
note with pleasure the warm welcome faculty and students have 
accorded him. We are fully expecting the Institution to continue 
in its splendid record of growth and achievement. We recommend 
the presentation of the claims of our colleges upon our church early 
in the year and take, and if possible forward our collection before 
the end of the school year. We approve of the plan proposed by 
President Kerfoot looking toward the early erection of its needed 
buildings which plan is to enlist our young people in a pledge 
contest which already promises considerable success both in flnan- 
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cial returns and in profitable advertisement. We further approve 
of the President’s purpose to liquidate the' present current indebt- 
.edness during this coming Conference year and promise to do 
what we can on our respective charges to assist him. 

We also recommend the continued search for endowment and 
hope the quarter centennial in 1910 may be a time of rejoicing over 
the possession of a second $100,000 endowment. We would nomi- 
nate as visitors to the Dakota Wesleyan the following brethren for 
one, two and three years respectively; J. S. Harkness, J. M. Brown, 
and A. C. Shepherd.

TEMPERANCE. 

We commend the no license work done by the Anti Saloon 
League, the Women’s Christian Temperance Union, and the Prohi- 
bition party of the State. We advise that all our pastors and peo- 
ple do their best to secure the co-operation of all available forces, 
for the (enactment of the County Option law at the coming general 
election. We urge the speedy passage of Federal Legislation 
amending the interstate commerce law so as to make all interstate 
shipments of liquor subject to the police power into which they 
are being shipped, and as soon as they enter such state. The urgent 
need is shown by the fact that about two thirds of the territory 
of the United States is already free from the licensed saloon, but 
the Federal law renders the enforcement of the local laws im- 
possible. We denounce as vicious the course pursued by the Speaker 
of the Lower House of Congress in suppressing Reform Legislation 
by refusing to allow certain reform measures to come to vote in 
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that body. We urge that our own people seek to elect to congress 
such men as will support all Temperance Legislation, and will seek 
to elect as Speaker, a man who will grant to every measure an 
honest hearing and a “square deal.” We recognize the great pos- 
sibilities for reform through the Anti Saloon League movement, and 
recommend the selection of the following men to represent our 
Church in that body: A. C. Shepherd, A. E. Carhart, G. T. Notson, 
E. E. Hunt, A. S. Loveail, and as delegates to the National Conven- 
tion A. E. Carhart and C. E. Hager. We suggest as our judgment 
that the League should publish the attitude, upon necessary legis- 
lation of all candidates for state offices and so far as it may seem 
practicable of all legislative condidates, in order that the Christian 
voter may the more intelligently mark his ballot. 

We heartily endorse the effort being made to rescue our Na- 
tional Birthday from the forms of sin so prevalent on that day 
and recommend that our Churches and Sabbath Schools do all in 
their power to make It a day of true patriotism and reform.

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PLANS AND RULES 



Examination in the Conference Course of study 
ADOPTED BY DAKOTA CONFERENCE 



1^ 1 — ^BOARD OP EXAMINERS. 

Th« board of examiners of the Dakota Conference shall consist 
of twelve members, who shall be nominated by the cabinet, and ap- 
pointed by the presiding Bishop. 

The board shall be divided into four classes, of three members 
each, whose terms of service shall, at the first appointment, be for 
one, two, three and four years respectively, and thereafter for fo.ir 
years successively; each examiner being eligible for successive re- 
appointment. 

Vacancies occurring during the year may be filled by the chair^ 
man of the board, until the ensuing Annual Conference, when ap- 
pointments shall be made as for full terms. 

All appointments of examiners are to be made, if possible, as 
early as the third day of each Annual Conference session. 



2 — OFFICERS. 

The board shall organize by electing from its members, annu- 
ally, at its first regular meeting, a chairman, a vice Chairman, and a 
secretary, who shall perform the usual duties of these officers. 

The work of the secretary shall also include the keeping of a 
permanent book record of the standing and credits of all candidates 
subject to examination by the board; and he shall report the same 
to the Conference when required. This record shall also contain the 
credits allowed candidates for work done in our literary and theo- 
logical schools. 

3 — ^EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. 

The officers of the board shall constitute an executive commit- 
tee, which shall have authority, under direction of the board, to 
select the place and fix the date of the mid-year meeting, arrange 
the literary and religious program in connection with the same, and 
attend to all general matters of business in the intervals between 
board meetings. 
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4 — ^REGULAR MEETINGS. 

The board of examiners shall hold three regular meetings each 
year as follows: | 

1. At the seat of the Annual Conference, before the close of 
the annual session if possible, or as soon thereafter as practicable, 
for the election of oflSicers and the assignment of work for the year. 

At this meeting the various examinations and other work in con- 
nection therewith should be assigned definitely to the several mem- 
bers of the board; a schedule of the studies and subjects in the 
courses with the names of examiners, and the times of examination, 
should be prepared for publication in the Conference Minutes, or 
otherwise, and general plans outlined for the mid-year meeting of 
the board. 

2. A mid-year meeting to be held in the month of May of 
each year, the session not to continue longer than four days, usu- 
ally from Tuesday to Friday inclusive; the first two days being de- 
voted mainly to special reviews, the last two mainly to examina- 
tions. 

All undergraduates, and as far as possible, all candidates for 
admission to the Conference, and all local preachers who are candi- 
dates for orders, are required to attend this mid-year meeting, unless 
excused from attendance, for adequate cause, by the chairman of the 
board. 

At this meeting examinations shall he conducted on at least 
one-half of the books or subjects on which examinations are to be 
conducted during the year. 

It is expected that special lectures and other literary and re- 
ligious exercises shall be provided in connection with the regular 
work of the session, for the enjoyment and profit of all in attend- 
ance. 

In place of the mid-year meeting, the board may, at its option,. • 
provide for mid-year examinations at district meetings. 

3. The board of examiners shall also convene at the seat of the 
Annual Conference, each year, the day before the Conference session 
begins, to review and complete the work of the year, and especially 
to conclude the examination of all candidates in the courses of study 
related to the work of that year. All examinations must be com- 
pleted by the evening of the first day of the Conference session. 

6 — SYSTEMATIC STUDY. 

It shall be one duty of the board to secure more systematic 
work among the undergraduates in the four years’ course of study — 
a duty not less Important than to provide for more careful examina- 
tions. Therefore as far as practicable, the examiners shall giv^e ta 
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the undergrraduates and others, suggestions and instructions with 
reference to proper and profitable study of the books and subjects 
in all the required courses. 

6 — QUESTIONS AND EXAMINATIONS. 

As a rule, all examinations shall be in writing. 

All candidates in the same class, who are examined at the same 
time, shall be tested by the same questions. 

A list of not fewer than ten questions shall be prepared on each 
book or subject assigned for examination. 

In the case of all candidates for “admission on trial,” the board 
is instructed to examine first in the “Elementary English Branches,” 
and if the candidate fails to pass in these with reasonable credit, 
other examinations shall be postponed; and he shall be required to 
bring up these studies before he is admitted to examination in 
others. 

In case of unavoidable absence from the meetings oi the Board 
of any examiner, he shall forward his list of questions to the Chair- 
man, who will arrange for supervision of the examinations. 

7 — SYLLABI AND OTHER PAPERS. 

All essays and sermons shall be graded, and the grading re- 
corded, as in the case of books and subjects to be studied. 

All written work for the year, except such final examinations 
on textbooks and subjects, as are reserved for the third meeting of 
the Board, shall be forwarded to the appropriate Examiners at least 
one month before the date of the Annual Conference. 

8 — GRADES AND GRADING. 

All grades shall be made on a scale of 100; and the minimum 
grade, upon which a candidate in the regular Conference course, 
or for admission on trial, may be passed, is seventy per cent on 
each study or subject. 

Candidates for local Deacons’ or Elders’ orders must reach the 
grade of at least sixty per cent. 

Each Examiner shall forward to the Secretary, as soon as 
practicable after the completion of the examination, the papers, 
certificates and grades of each candidate; and the Secretary shall 
file the papers, and make a permanent record of all grades and 
credits. On receipt of these certificates of grades and credits from 
the Examiner, the Secretary shall also promptly notify' the candi- 
dates in writing of the result of their examinations, which notifica- 
tion shall be to the candidates an official certificate of their work. 

In case any candidate fails to pass in any study or examina- 
tion, the Secretary shall notify the Chairman of the Board, as well 
as the candidate. 
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9 — APPEALS. 

In case any candidate appeals from the grade markings of any 
Examiner, the Board of Examiners shall investigate the matter, and 
make the final decision thereon. 

All examination papers for the preceding year shall be destroyed 
at the close of each session of the Annual Conference; and no appeal 
shall be entertained thereafter. 

10 — minimum requirements. 

No candidate shall be entitled to advanced classification who 
has failed to pass in two books or subjects to be studied, or three 
books to be read, or in one to be studied and two to be read; and no 
candidate shall be entitled to examination in advanced studies until 
he has brought up the work on which he is delinquent. 

11— FEES. 

To provide for the necessary expenses of the Board, an annual 
fee of one dollar shall be required of each candidate for examination. 

The under-graduate of the Conference shall forward this fee to 
the Secretary of the Board, annually, within sixty days of the ad- 
journment of Conference. On receipt of the money, the Secretary 
shall send the candidate a certificate which shall entitle him to all 
the privileges and examinations of the Board for the year. 

Candidates for admission on trial, or for local orders, must 
also forward this fee of one dollar before they can be considered 
eligible for examination. At the third meeting of the Board a com- 
mittee shall be appointed to audit the financial accounts of the Secre- 
tary. I 

12— FOR ADMISSION OR ORDERS. 

It shall be the duty of the Presiding Elders to report to the 
Secretary of the Board as early in the year as possible the names 
of all candidates for orders. These will be expected to take their 
examinations at the regular meeting of the Board, and should be put 
in correspondence with the secretary so as to learn the requirements 
which apply to them. 

13 — ^PUBLICATION. 

A copy of this plan, together with the detailed sechedule of 
studies and assignments to Examiners, shall be printed from year 
to year in the Conference Minutes, and if thought necessary, the 
Board may also publish the same in pamphlet form. 

14 — AMENDMENTS. 

The Board of Examiners shall be a permanent committee on the 
revision and amendment of the plans and methods herein presented; 
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but before they become a valid part of the plan, or are used or 
published by the Board, all proposed changes must be accepted by 
a vote of the Conference. 

H. S. WILKINSON, Chairman. 

1— SCHEDULE OF CLASSES. 

The Chairman shall arrange schedule of classes, and the hours 
for the meeting of eaChi, to be strictly adhered to, at the Annual 
Conference examination. 

2 — SEPARATE BUILDING, 

The Board requests that a room, separate from the church in 
which the Conference is held, be provided each year, in which to 
hold examinations. 

3— GRADES FROM CONFERENCES. 

Acceptance of grades from other Conferences shall, in every 
Instance, be optional with the Board. A low grade as a rule, will 
not be recognized. 

4 — SPECIAL ADVICE. 

1. Examiners are expected as far as desirable to assist students 
in their work. Students should report progress and pursue studies 
under general directions of examiners. No student will be permitted 
to take any examinations in advance of the year until all the work of 
the year has been completed. 

2. At least one-half of the studies are required at the mid- 
year examination. 

3. * Examinations will he given only at the times provided in 
the rules of the Board. 

4. Examiners and students should read in Discipline, Appen- 
dix 56-60, also in Conference Minutes, “Plans and Rules for Exam- 
inations.” 

5. Requirements for syllabi should be presented to students 
as early as February 1st of each year. 

6. The Registrar should receive reports from examiners of all 
studies presented, grading on a scale of 100 all papers on such 
studies. All syllabi, sermons, and essays that are accepted shall be 
graded a, b or c, which shall represent the following values: a, 100 
to 90; b, 90 to 80; c, 80 to 70. 

7. Each student should remit an examination fee of one dol- 
lar to the Registrar before the time of mid-year examinations. 

In order to secure a more systematic and efficient supervision 
of the Conference Courses of Study, and examinations thereon, the 
plans and methods given above shall be followed, subject to re- 
vision and amendment. By order of the Conference.

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MEMOIR 

THE REV. T. H. WALKER. 

T. H. Walker was one of a family of ten, born in the village 
of Vancleek Hill, Province of Ontario, Canada, March 22, 1836, 
and died at Siloam Springs, Ark., September 2, 1908. He was con- 
verted when sixteen years of age, but states in his diary that he never 
knew the time when he did not pray or was without fear of God. 
But when sixteen years of age, while kneeling before God in a 
school-house, love took the place of fear and he arose from his 
knees a new creature. Seven years after his conversion he entered 
the ministry of the Wesleyan Church in Canada. He had prepared 
himself to teach school and was on his way to meet the sdhool 
board and sign a contract, when he received a letter from the 
minister who was instrumental in his conversion, asking him to 
become his assistant pastor. That letter changed the whole course 
of his life, as he felt it to be God’s call to the work of the ministry. 
His first circuits were wide and long and the people poor. Living 
stones for the temple of God had to be blasted from nature’s quarry. 
The Master placed his broad seal upon his work and scores of souls 
were saved under his ministry. After laboring a number of years 
In Canada, in 1872 he moved to the United States and entered the 
Wisconsin Conference of the Methodist Episcopal Church. For 
eleven years he labored in that conference and had precious revivals 
on all of his charges. In 1883, on account of a throat difficulty, he 
moved to the drier atmosphere of South Dakota, and in the Dakota 
Conference he spent seven successful years. His greatest revival 
in that Conference was on the Parker charge. In Dakota he was 
overtaken by a great calamity which swept away all his worldly pos- 
sessions and shattered his health so that he never fully recovered. 
He was living in the basement of the University when the building 
took fire, and he barely escaped with the lives of his loved ones. He 
could have saved some of his goods, ,but his whole thought was to 
save the lives of the students, some of whom, but for his self-de- 
nying labors, would have been lost in the burning building. Brother 
Walker moved to the state of Arkansas in 1890 and moved to Siloam 
Springs in 1905. During his stay in Arkansas he has done what he 
could to build up the cause of Christ, preaching with, acceptability 
without remuneration where the gospel was most needed. He leaves 
a wife and five children. Three children have preceded him to the 
better land. He lost his first wife in August, 1877. Four small 
children were left without a mother’s care. The following year he 
married Sister Walker, who proved to him a faithful, loving wife 
and a real mother to his children. Brother Walker was a good hus- 
band, a kind father, one of the best of neighbors, and in the truest 
sense a man of God. — Thomas Wilkinson.
